Arizona COVID19 Vaccine POD Scheduling and Administration HS21005 - Voting Item 
The Arizona Department of Health Services (DHS) is seeking to implement the COVID19 Vaccine Point of Dispensing (POD)                  
Scheduling and Administration Solution. The Center for Disease Control (CDC), has advised states to prepare for the delivery                  
of COVID-19 vaccines. In an effort to keep the vaccinating staff and patients safe, it is imperative that providers and clinic                     
administration can pre-schedule vaccination appointments utilizing an effective tool.
